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WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 CUPD.— 
A congressional committee discov- 
ered today that poor and hungry 
nations have purchased more than 
$700 million worth of armaments 
over the last six years through the 
United States’ EOod for Peace pro- 
gram.

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BOSTON, Jan. 4 (AP),— Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital yester- 
day announced approval of a blood- 
freezing process that- allows a per- 
son to stare op to six pints ot his 
own blood with a hospital for pos- 
sible future, use. 

It was the first time that the 
federal government had licensed 
such a procedure, the hospital said, 
and clears the way for demonstrat- 
ing the safety and effectiveness of 
frozen blood. 

Undo: the new method, large 
stocks of frozen blood can be built 
up to tide hospitals over periods 
of critical shortages.

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The Tu Quoque Syndrome 


■The recent rash of political triala and the 
Trarld reactions to them have produced what 
might be called the tu quoque syndrome. 
The Soviet Union expresses shock at the 
trials of the Basque separatists, the United 
States at the trials of the Soviet Jews in 
Leningrad, and Soviet scientists appeal to 
President Nixon to '"safeguard the life of 
Angela Davi? and give her an opportunity 
of continuing her scientmr work.” In other 
words, there Is a round robin of '‘you’re 
another.” 

There Is little point in trying to assess 
the degrees of heinousness of the crimes 
charged against the defendants In these 
various cases. Each society will find Its 
own rationalizations for the measures it has 
taken against those who Infringe its roles. 
But President Nixon made the best possible 
use of the occasion by inviting the Soviet 
scientists who appealed on behalf of Miss 
Davis to attend her trial 
This does not mean that anyone’s opinions 
are likely to be altered seriously by the at- 
tendance of Soviet "observers” at the trial. 
There are Americans who believe, and have 
stated publicly, that no black revolutionary 
can get a fair trial In the United States, and 
who seem to regard all the constitutional 
safeguards, the machinery of appeals, that 
duster about the accused in American cri- 
minal causes as, at best, the equivalent of 


the reduced sentences given some of those 
convicted in Leningrad and Burgos, That 
is, they regard the safeguards as the unwill- 
ing tribute paid by a repressive Establish- 
ment to public opinion. 

Moreover, the world at large will be fully 
Informed about the Davis trial— the evidence 
presented, the demeanor of the defendant 
and the witnesses and of the public present 
during the hearings, the rulings of the judge 
and the character and findings of the jury. 
That the presence of distinguished Soviet 
citizens might short-circuit some of- the 
transmissions of the case, emitted by Soviet 
news agencies and appearing In the Soviet 
press, is the only new element their atten- 
dance might create. 

Nevertheless, the invitation does emphasize 
the openness of the American proceedings, 
even without the suggestion contained In It 
that "foreign observers” might be present at 
future Soviet trials. It expresses, very clear- 
ly, the confidence of the American govern- 
ment that Its judicial processes can stand 
scrutiny, and that, in the tension between 
free will and authority, between conformity 
and dissent, so characteristic of this 
turbulent epoch, the United States maintains 
Its belief In the forms of a free and open 
Jurisprudence. In the tu quoque round 
robin, Mr. Nixon may not have had the last 
word, but his was a telling one.

Mr. Gierek’s Pledges 


Taken literally, Polish Communist party 
chief Edward Glerek made some breathtaking 
pledges In his New Tear’s Eve address to 
the people of Poland. Not only must state 
policy "be clear and understandable to 
everyone,” but "practice should not be con- 
trary to words” and "decisions and deeds 
must be bom in an honest, direct conversa- 
tion with the working class, with the whole 
nation.” 

In a democratic society, such ideas are 
taken as essential prerequisites of any gov- 
ernment. But Poland Is a Communist 
dictatorship where, until last month’s ex- 
plosion, a small ruling elite had long been 
accustomed to make arbitrary decisions In 
secret, while systematically deceiving the 
Polish people about the realities of both the 
foreign and domestic scenes. 

There- Is much bitter discussion now. in 
Warsaw about the “communications gap” 
between the Communist party and the peo- 
ple. The dictatorial rule of the Communist 


party— modeled on the Soviet example— was 
responsible for that "gap.” As the Warsaw 
weekly Polity ka correctly noted last week, 
"the picture presented by propaganda was 
far from reality” so that "double thinking” 
became widely prevalent with people "having 
one standard for show and another for 
private use and for close friends.” 

To end the crisis of confidence between 
rulers and ruled In Poland, Mr. Glerek and 
his associates will have to respond to the 
nation’s demand for a great degree of 
democratization. Already Stefan Cardinal 
Wyszynskl, primate of Poland, has voiced 
that nation’s desires in his New Tear’s Day 
statement calling lor social justice, freedom 
of conscience and other basic human rights 
Mr. Glerek can redeem his New Tear's Eve 
pledges only by acceding to these appeals, 
which go far beyond the purely economic 
Issues that were the Immediate reasons for 

last month's political convulsion.

cedure with the wider partidpattao 
an national Institutions now need 
to develop.

Food Sources Destroyed 
Both crops and forest have been 
poisoned. The defoliation program 
has deprived about -600,000 people 
of their normal supplies of rice 
and other food. In theory, they 
were to be the Viet Cong. In fact, 
most have turned out to be Mon-: 
tagnards, indigenous mo untain 
people who have been notably op- 
posed to the Communists. 

The chemical killing of forests 
has cost Sou th Vietnam nearly $500 
million worth of prim e hardwood. 
It has destroyed a -fifth of the 
country's 12 mfflVm acres of man- 
grove forests. Al armin gly , vegeta- 
tion Is not returning to the dead 
mangrove areas. Moreover, the 
inning of iriimnd forests has made 
the areas subject to disastrous ero- 
sion by rain that carries off the 
soil nutrients. 

AH this simply records toe ef- 
fects on the land of South Viet- 
nam. The direct Impact on people 
Is harder to measure. The A A A S 
study found some increases in birth 
defects after spraying, for exam- 
ple, but could not scientifically at- 
tribute them to toe spraying. 

President Nixon has now order- 
ed the defoliation program phased 
out by next spring. We should be 
glad of that decision— and at the 
same time recognize what It Impli- 
citly says about the moral char- 
acter of what we have been doing. 

Defoliation as a word has- an 
abstract, Latin ring. It does not 
Instantly make us visualize primi- 
tive mountain villages cut off from 
their local rice and roots, or miles 
of lifeless mangrove swamps. It 
might focus our minds to think of 
the Florida Everglades sud d enly 
dead, or the blue hills of Virginia 
brown and bare. 

But it is not Just in this area 
that we use & generalized t ech n i c a l 
concept—' “defoliation”-^ conceal 
the reality of a destroyed country 
and dead individuals. The US. 
military in Vietnam has made it 
a general practice to tr eat mass 
Tfipthprin of death and destruction 
as abstractions. 

We have free-fire zones, a clean- 
sounding phrase for the mass ex- 
pulsion of people from their own 
homes and land so an alien army 
pan km without qualms every 
living creature that remains- When 
we bomb North Vietnam, it is only 
a "protective reaction strike," 
which does not sound as though 
it hurts anyone. 

This is more than verbal trickery. 

A very large part of the Vietnam 
war’s moral horror, for us Ameri- 
cans, has been our- ability to con- 
ceal its significance from ourselves. 
Our military technology is so ad-

OTOckbridge. moss. txrn. 
^ —For more than five de- 
cades, Norman Rockwell haslur- 
&i5ll&d the memories of million* 
tv-itli stenciled rocking chairs 
■nd horsehair sofas, slant-front 
and potbellied stoves. 
These vestiges of early America, 
sytnbola of what the 76-ycar-oId 
illustrator calls "those happier, 
more hopeful times." arc now. in 
many cases, merely props with 
more of a known provenance 
than their existence on old Sai- 
urdaj Evening Post covers. 

Some of the picturesque chairs 
and tables time he painted, he 
never actually owned. Others 
were burned to the fire that 
Consumed his Arlington. Vt . 
studio to 15M3. But many live on 
in the comfortable, crowded 
rtoms of his historic White clap- 
board dwelling here. 

“That secretary I bought to 
use to a picture," he recalled, 
waving his pipe at a tall, honvy- 
cotared mid -18th-century desk. 
His face is still too boyish to be 
called craggy, a word that writ- 
ers have made c cliche in de- 
scribing Ills homey characters. 

“Yes. I tliink it was in Ver- 
mont that I used that desk." he 
mused. And that was all he 
would say about it. But it was 
more than he cared to— or could 
—summon from the past about 
the graceful Windsor standing 
In iTOnt of the desk.

Computers Called on to Track Down Artistic Data

WASHINGTON - iWFi.-Com- 
W puters are like patent med- 
icines: They’re good for a thou- 
sand problems, but can cause 
an immense ease of Indigestion 
when they don't work. 

Museum officials therefore arc 
keeping their fingcra crossed as 
they attempt to harness cyber- 
netics to solve the mysteries of 
Sevres porcelain, Peruvian tex- 
tiles and Egyptian pottery, facil- 
itate research on everything 
from rocks to Rembrandts, spot 
forgeries and retrieve stolen ob- 
jects. 

One of the most ambitious 
plans involves a museum com- 
puter network which Its Amer- 
ican promoters hope will ulti- 
mately contain Inventories of 
enure museum collections. Hie 
pitfall is the cafty availability 
or the data to thieves and rival 
museums. 

Museum use or computers 
falb Into two general categories: 
Solving particular problems, and 
storing comprehensive informa- 
tion on collections. Among the 
pioneers b Dr. Junius Bird of 
tlie American Museum of Na- 
tural History In New York. 

Paced with the enormous task 
of cataloguing thousands of 
fragments of Peruvian textiles 
dating back to 2500 B.C., Dr. 
Bird devised a computer code 
lor analyzing them according to 
their designs, dyes, warping sys- 
tems and other factors. Among 
the information textiles yield 
arc dates and intctrelatlonslilps 
of ancient tribes. 

SCvrcs porcelain export Dr. 
Carl C. Dnuterman of the New 
York Metropolitan Museum red 
Into the mechanical maw tile 
various marks Incised by potters 
into still damp, uhfired objects.

P ARIS, Jan. 4.— What's wrong 
With Chez Albert? Well, 
for One thing the service, no 
matter how unfailingly cncer- 
fUl, is slow.

It's 
alho n bit expensive. 

With that out of the way. it 
ought to be possible to make 
a fair evaluation of the place 
—without being accused of 
favoritism, it is, in fact, easier 
to list what is wrong than to 
choose among all the things 
that arc right. 

The general Atmosphere is 
one of hearty eating and drink- 
ing. You wouldn't go to Che:: 
Albert For a mere hour even if 
the service were more rapid. 
The three-page menu will take 
a quarter-hour or study to com- 
bine u good meal and the wine 
fist will occupy another 15 min- 
utes. 

And wine, almost more than 
the excellent cooking, is Albert 
Beaumont’s passion. Ho claims 
to hare amassed some 46,000 
bottles lu Ills cellars — no mean 
feat fbr a 60-eeab restaurant. A 
situation like this merits con- 
sultation with MT. Beaumont 

about wine first and then food. 

The classic approach is to 
choose one's meal and then to 
find wines that will do It jus- 
tice. There is no good reason 
for not reversing this system 
when the wlhes are as remark- 
able to the cuisine. 

A White 

Why not choose one of the 
ta&5cr»knGwn whites such as an 
Arbols from tho Jura, say a 
1867 SavAgnin with Its strong 
flowery bouquet, and to accom- 
pany it a rich velvety bfegtre d£ 
homard followed by a trout 
cooked in the same wine? 

The bisque calls for a com- 
plicated recipe of browned and 
flamed lobster shells cooked 
with white wine, fish stock, 
herbs, cayehhci tomatoes and 
butter.

The 
herbs are from Provence, all 
right, but only thyme flowers 
and mint to a ratio of four to 
one.

The position following susp ension of redemptions 
by Gramco is complicated. Much work has been done 
and essential data, certified where necessary, will 
soon be available. 1 

Many hxnlw holding Fund cash, have refused to 
release the deposits to the Custodian. The Fund's 
principal Banker in Detroit U.ELA. has refused to 
pay the outstanding Fund cheques and is withholding 
substantial Fund deposits. 

Counsel having advised that the withholding of 
cash and refusal to pay Fund cheques is without legal 
justification, writs have been issued and every bank 
withholding cash will be sued for the cash and dam* 
ages. 

The combined effect of *h« action by banks has 
aggravated already difficult problems and at present 
there is inadequate cash in the hands of the Custodian 
to meet heavy *y*raTmtm<nrit« ■ whi^h must be paid to 
protect the property investments in the United 
St&teB. Gramco h*« been requested to raise sufficient 
wmh to meet these outgoings and the banks which 
are withholding Fund ”***1* have been inform ed that 
*hw tttrmB on which this cash can be raised win rep- 
resent loss or damage to the Fund. 

Some banka have released depomtsto the Custodian, 
ynd discussion is taking place with some other banks 
to remove rnfanwimAwwiiinga with the object of 
obtaining release of other deposits, if possible, with- 
out recourse to legal action. 

Many siwTwbnMm who submitted redemption re- 
quests to Gramco (for processing in Luxembourg arid 
advice from there to Trust Corporation for verification 
and payment) still re m ai n unpaid and it is appreciated 
that this is causing concern and possibly har ds hi p. 
To resolve who has right to payment Trust Corpora- 
tion has applied to the Supreme Court of the B ahama 
T n l«ndn for directions. The matter is set down to be 
heard at the end of December. 

Trust Corporation regrets that Fund cheques 
drawn on the Fund's Detroit Ba nk ers have been un- 
paid, and requests that such cheques be returned to 
Trust Corporation of Bahamas Ltd. re USIF , P.M.B. 
288, Nassau, NJP-, or through bankers for 

a replacement cheque in the name of the payee. 
Cheques negotiated through third parties must be 
sent through bankers and will be replaced against 
the banker's indemnity. 

In the Trust Corporation is giving con- 

stant attention to the problems of safegu a rdi n g the 
assets of the Fund. In furtherance of such responsi- 
bility Trust Corporation resolved on 26th November 
pursuant to clause 10(g) of the Trust Deed that if 
fn J in so for as there may not be any effective with- 
holding by Gramco of redemptions of shares of the 
Fund, no part of the Fund Property shall be applied 
in farther payment or satisfaction of any person who 
bas surrendered or sought to surrender shares in the 
Fund until the Custodian s h all otherwise decide or 
the Court shall order, other than replacement of re- 
demption cheques already issued. 

Trust Corporation has requested Gxamco as Man- 
agers of the Fund to submit its plan for the future 
as a matter of urgency. When available and if ap- 
proved by Trust Corporation details Will be published. 

Direction of the Court will be sought as necessary and 
the Bni*"***”" Ministry of Finance moat consent and 
issue a license before any {dan can be brought into 
force.

Pre-Mayan City 
Foaud in Mexico 
By American 

MEXICO cm r, Jan. 4 ruPD. 
—An American archaeologist 
said today that he has discov- 
ered the ruins of an ancient 
city on the Mexican side of the 
Yucatan peninsula dating from 
about 500 B.C.. approximately 
2.000 years older than the 
May»n ruins of Chichen-Itza. 

The archaeologist, Jeffrey 
Wilkerson, said that other evi- 
dence found in excavating the 
ruins indicated man had been 
In the area as early as 3,000 
B.C. 

Mr. Wilkerson said excava- 
tion of the city in northeastern 
Veracruz state involved digs as 
much as 65 feet deep. He and 
his colleagues found walls, 
building facades, statues, spears, 
arrowheads and various tjrpes 
of pottery, as well as skeletal 
remains of inhabitants. 

Mr. Wilkerson identified the 
inhabitants of the city as Tom- 
mies. Hie Totonara preceded 
the Mayans, who founded Chi- 
chen-Itza about AJD. 530 and 
subsequently bunt that city into 
a major site of Mayan civiliza- 
tion. . .

The Enterprising Inmates of Tijuana 


By Charles Hillingcr 

npuuANA,. Mexico.— The unique peniten- 
X tiary of the Mexican state of Baja 
California, located in this border city, 
probably has the largest voluntary popu- 
lation of any prison in the world. 

The “Tijuana Jail" celebrated in an 
American folk song has. its own restaurants 
pnri grocery -tores, and some of the “in- 
mates" are wives, children or lovers of 
prisoners; they came to visit loved ones 
and decided to stay. 

Women spend time alone with prisoners, 
sometimes staying several days In private 
rooms. Children live inside prison walls 
with their mothers. Many prisoners keep 
pets. 

Affluent inmates who dislike prison fare 
may cook their own meals in prison “motel" 
rooms from food purchased at the prisoner- 
owned and operated grocery stores and 
meat market. 

Most ordinary prisoners, it is true, center 
their existence on an earthen Jail yard 
and the “tanks"— where prisoners sleep on 
h unts or the floor, 150 men to a “tank." 
There is also a women's section. * 

A ‘Motel’ 


provides box lunches for these . prisoners,, 
as the Mexican government's food allow- 
ance comes to only $2 per Inmate a week. 

One prisoner has the La Mesa Pepsi 
Cola distributorship. Barbara,, an Ameri- 
can, is the I* Mesa distributor' far Beauty 
Consultants, a cosmetic supply house.

Trucks roll in and out. of. the yard deliv- 
ering canned' goods, fresh vegetables and 
meat to the prisoner merchants, delivering 
supplies to the prisoner factories or calling 
for finished products.

It’s the busiest penitentiary - in Mexico, 
maybe in. the world. • . 

The activity started four years ago when 
Antonio Martinez, 51, a ‘certified public 
accountant and lif e-long businessman, was 
named warden.^
